A few weeks ago the emigrant ship Cos- 


latrick, hound from England to Australia, 
waa burned at sea, resulting in the death of 
nearly all the passengers and craw. Punch 
,hus describes tho investigation of the dis- 
aster; 


"The loss of the emigrant ship Cross- 


boues, which took firo on the Toyage to 
Australia, and was burned to the water's 
edge, all hands being either 
burnt or 


drowned, with the exception of one man 
and a boy, was tho subject of an inquiry 
held yesterday. 


"Tho court was composed exclusively of 


ship-owners. Sir. Serjeant Buzfuz repre- 
sented Iho board of trade and the charter- 
ers, while Mr. Irimnky attended on behalf 
of tho relatives of Ibc lost passengers and 
crow. 


"Mr. Serjeant Buzfuz, in opening the 


matter, said that thoy were met to inquire 
into tho loss of tho ship Crossboues by fire, 
together with nearly five hundred lives. No 
doubt such untoward events would occur, 
but in order to meet Iho requirements of the 
board of tnula certain witnesses—including 
Iho survivors—0110 mau and n boy—would 
be called to provo that no blamo could be 
attached to any oua, and that the vessel was 
nil that could bo desired. 


"Tho survivors, who had been spending 


'tho morning nt the owners' office, were than 
brought into court. They looked still very 
ill.

The management of light i* of very great 


importance. So far as wo may, wo should 
imitate the example of tho great Architect 
and baro our chandeliers suspended front 
the ceilings or so that tho light will fall on 
our work from above. Wbero lamps iniiit 
bo placed so as to shirio directly into the 
aye, shades should be used to soften the 
light. 
Lamp globes mado of glass, slightly 


blued with ultramarine, aro very desirable, 
as thoy absorb tho yellow and oraugo rays 
which are invariably found In artificial light 
and transmit that which resomblc'i tho pm-o 
white light of tho sun. 


Both eyes when used should bo equally 


exposed to tho light; tho frequent practice 
of reading and sewing with one's eido to- 
ward tho window or lamp is very injurious; 
light should 
come 
slantingly over tho 


shoulder or bo so shaded that tbo eye shall 
not suffer from its brilliancy, 
Whon tho 


eyes ore weary great, relief is experienced by 
closing them for n few moment it or by look- 
ing at objects at a distance. 


A flickering light is trying lo Iho eye. 


One reason why Ihe eyes can do so much 
more work without fatigue by day than by 
night is becauso tho action of sunlight is 
equable And unvarying. But in artificial 
illumination, as it is impossible perfectly to 
regulate tho supply of air and of combusti- 
ble material, tho light is flickering nnd un- 
steady. Tho most constant nnd unchanging 
flaiao is produced by tho glass chimney of 
tho Argaud burner. 
If the eye in shaded 


from tho direct rays of this lamp, Ihe inten- 
sity of the light may bo much reduced and 
consequently tho strain on tho norvo of 
vision considerably lessoned. 


In the sleeping rooms tho bods should bo 


so placed or tho windows 550 shaded thftt the 
eyes will not open in tho morning on tho 
full light of day or oven on bright rays of 
light streaming in through crevices in the 
window shutter. A multitude of washes 
and ointments aro used to euro soro oyos. It 
is safe to let all theso things entirely alone 
unless they are prescribed by a professed 
ocoulist, and to devote one's energies to im- 
proving the general health. Nothing should 
touch the eye but tepid soft water, unless 
ordered by the physician. A fru.it diet, out- 
of-door exercise, a clean skin, worm feet 
and entire cessation from all reading and 
sewing will often cure sore eyee.
